Recent polls among the American 
people have demonstrated an in- 
creasing demand for curtailment of 
reckless expenditures of public funds. 


This doesn’t mean that the people | 


want to see less money in circulation. 
Ii means, instead, that they want to 
see more money mere widely distrib- 
uted among ali our citizens. 

For what the people realize is that 
the more government disturbs public 
confidence through political extrava- 
gance, the more it discourages enter- 
prise on the part of its citizens. 

And they realize further that in 
marked contrast to government 
hand-outs, expendiure by private 
enterprise is productive. It creates 
new goods, new jobs, new needs — 
and the means to supply those needs. 

For productive enterprise benefits 
all the people, rather than a few. 
By increasing employment, it spreads 
income to everyone, rather than to 
the beneficiaries of limited but 
powerful pressure groups. It means 
more homes, larger payrolls, higher 
standards of living. 

Our history demonstrates this. 
Since America first became a nation 
the greatest factor in her prosperity 
has been productive enterprise, not 
public spending. It was her farms, 
her factories, her commerce, her 
workers — not her political theorists 
and spenders — that made America 
great. 

When the new Congress meets, 
this demand for encouragement 
rather than curtailment of the pro- 
‘ductive capacities of the American 
people must be one of its first con- 
siderations. 

And on how Congress responds to 
that demand will depend our prog- 
ress toward the coveted goals of na- 
tional recovery and of increased 
employment and greater happiness 
for all our people.

PARIS.—Birds of a rare feather | 
are flocking to the vicinity in which 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh is living | 
and the ornithologists can’t figure | 
out the reason. 

The birds are of a rare Arctic | 
species known as aleulot. They come 
every spring and summer to the is- | 
land of Muzic, one of that small | 
group of islands off the French 
coast which includes Iliec, the is- | 
land purchased recently by Colonel 
Lindbergh, and St. Gildas, which is 
owned by his friend, Dr. Alexis Car- 
rel. | 

In the fall the birds fly north with 
their young. Scientists, by attach- 
ing rings to some of the birds, have 
learned they spend their winters in 
the Bering sea and Kamchatka re- | 
gions. 

The route of the birds in their mi- 
grations is unknown. 

The islands have been declared | 
a sanctuary for them.

Excavate Ruins of 
Aged Skyscraper 


Fire Swept Indian Flats 
1,290 Years Ago. 


CHICAGO. — Skyscraper apart- 
ment tenants who never had seen 
an elevator left their dinner uneaten 
when they found their homes burn- 
ing 1,200 years ago. Where they 
went, no one knows. 

But because they left so hurriedly, 
Field museum scientists are better 
able to understand the culture of a 
prehistoric Indian village they have 
excavated at a steep point on the 
south rim of Cahone canyon, in| 
southwestern Colorado. } 

Pottery dishes, charred corn and 


| beans left in them, and household 


furnishings they were forced to 


| leave behind all help to piece to- | 
| gether the story of the villagers. 
| They are believed to have been the 
| ancestors of the Pueblo Indians. 


One of the most important dis- 
coveries is the ruin of the largest 
kiva or Indian ceremonial temple | 
ever found, Dr. Paul S. Martin, | 
leader of the expedition, reported to | 
the museum. He said of the kiva | 
(pronounced to rhyme with Eva): | 

“This apparently was intended to 
accommodate the people in their re- 
ligious ceremonials. There are indi- 
cations that it was originally a 
dance plaza, perhaps only partially 
roofed.” 

The great circular slab structure 
is 81 feet in diameter. It is about 
two feet deep. 

Living quarters

of masonry walled rooms which 
command a wide sweep of the can- 
yon, and subterranean homes labori- 
ously hewn from rock. The larger 
rooms have hearths, and nooks for 
household necessities. | 

Doctor Martin has been unable to 
the cause of the fire, 
which swept an entire row of the 
rooms.

Old Battleship Oregon Had 


Epic Part in 1898. 

PORTLAND, ORE.—The old bat- 
| tleship Oregon, bulldog of the Unit- 
ed States navy 40 years has 
been given a permanent berth here 

and turned into a war museum, 

The ship has been a favorite ever 
| since it made a sensational cruise 
|around Cape Horn in 1898. It 

steamed from Puget sound to Cuban 
| waters where it joined the United 
| States fleet and helped destroy the 
Spanish armada at Santiago. The 
| forced run of about 17,000 miles was 
made in 84 days, including several 
stops. Its top speed was 14% knots. 
Never before had a huge steel 
| battleship been driven so great a 
distance at such speed. Seventy 
/million Americans avidly watched 
through newspapers the great war 
|eraft’s spectacular race against 
time. The patriotic American still 
is thrilled by the Oregon’s heroic 
part in the sea victory off Santiago. 

The former pride of the navy now 

is a relic and small compared with 
the superdreadnaughts of today. 
Her displacement of 10.288 tons and 
length of 348 feet are far overshad- 
|; owed by the modern Colorado’s 
32,500 tons and 600 feet While 
the Oregon had four 13 inch guns, 
the Colorado has eight 16 inch guns 
and a top speed of 21 knots. 

| The old ship was doomed by the 
navy to the scrap heap. The Ore- 
gon legislature appropriated money 
| to buy it and it was turned over to 
the state in 1925. The craft was 
|towed to an out of the way spot 
under a bridge in Portland harbor 
| where it rested almost unnoticed 
| until recently when funds were 
raised by school children and others 
| to move the old fighter.
